A REAL LAWN TENNIS 
CHAMPION. 


DEATH-OF MR. 5. . DOHERTY. 


Mr. Hugh, Lawrence: Doherty, one 
of the greatest all-round athletes of 
his generation, died at North Fore- 
'fand on August. 23 after a long 
I illness. Never: robust; the: strain of 
| war’ Service, first as an A.B. in the 
: Royal Naval Anti-Aircraft Corpa and 
later as a commissioned officer in 
‘ another branelt of the naval forces, 
Mr. Doherty’s health’ failed rapidly 


‘}and some time ago he underwent an 


operation. 

“AltKough the younger Doherty— 
“The Little Doe,” they dubbed him 
at Wimbledon—had been out of first 
class lawn tennis for‘some ten years, 
he was for long regarded as’ the 
leading British player, and many 
| were the efforts made to induce him 


to take up the game again. But after: 


ithe death of his brotherin 1910' he 
really seemed to lose all interest. in 
the game. He played ’a little: with 
Personal friends now and then ; but 
golf was his chief interest, and, 
although his name figured on the 
committee of management for the, 
| championships, he was rarely if ever 
‘seen at Wimbledon after his official 
retirement in 1906. . 


— CHAMPIONSHIP WON ‘AT 15." 


With his two brothers, R. FP. and 
W. V.~now'in the Church—he learnt 
the game.at his home in‘South Lon- 
don while still a boy at Westminster 
'School. At15 he started on. his all- 
conquering career by winning.a boys’ 
championsip at Scarborough, Pro- 
ceeding in due course to Trinity 
College, Cambridge, with RF., he 
and his brother carried all before 
them, and in his last year at the 
"Varsity H. ‘L. won the all-comers’ 
singles at Wimbledun.
